The Techniques of Pest Control 


HERE was a time, a very few years ago, when 

many an orthodox horse-player, prating a bar- 
nacled bit of dogma, would argue solemnly that 
racing itself would suffer if the laws against off- 
course handbooks were enforced. 


“Look,” a man would argue, “suppose I’m a 
horse-player in New York. End of the season, the 
horses all lam for Florida. I try to get down a bet 
on the first at Tropical, and can’t find nobody to 
take it. Am I gonna hold my breath all winter? 
No, sir, I’m gonna lose interest in horses, ‘on account 
cf I can’t get action, and when Jamaica opens up 
next spring I’ll be playing shuffleboard instead of 
horses.” 

Horse-players do lose interest in the off-season, 
just as sailors, after long confinement on shipboard, 
are found to have lost interest in women. 


Dogma of this kind, or any kind, tends to be 
accepted as the most luxuriant form of truth—as 
long as no test is made to see what actually happens. 
The record of recent years finally has dissipated 
the notion that horse-players will take up square- 
dancing or something unless they have a handbook 
around to keep them warm. 


For the test which finally demonstrated some- 
thing which should have been obvious in the first 
place, we are indebted to the United States Congress, 
which, in a fit of pragmatism, decreed that the 
operator of a handbook had to buy a $50 tax stamp. 
The stamp did not license him to operate a hand- 
book, which in most places is illegal; it just got 
him on record, and thereby made the business a 
little more dangerous. 

The handbooks are still with us, and presumably 
always will be, but they no longer flourish like the 
green bay tree—and the race tracks have gained 
customers in about the same proportion, perhaps, 
as the off-course book has lost them. 

The principal evil of off-course betting was not 
the handbook itself so much as the wire service 
which provided it with a running account of scratch- 
es, odds, and results. The wire service was evil be- 
cause it nurtured as fine a set of rascals as ever 
laughed at a constable. 

The Congress, possibly encouraged by the good 
results of a law taken straight out of the comic 
books, last summer was tinkering with the idea of 
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finding out how much good it could do with a sen- 
sible law, 

It used to be, whenever Congress found beetles 
on racing’s beanvines, that it was likely to propose 
exterminating the beetles by pulling up the vines. 
There is no telling how many man-hours have been 
used up in the last 30-odd years explaining to Con- 
gressmen that such measures are considered some- 
what radical. 

The bill proposed last summer provided the first 
instance in which Congress went after the parasite 
and set up safeguards to protect the host. There 
is no great likelihood that the present session wiil 
get around to anti-handbook legislation, but if it 
does, the 1954 bill, S. 3542, is recommended as the 
most sensible proposal of its kind ever made. 

As amended, the bill prohibited the “use of, or the 
leasing, furnishing, or maintaining of any com- 
munication facility which is or will be used for the 
transmission of gambling information in interstate 
or foreign commerce,” but— 

“Nothing in this Act shall be construed to pre- 
vent the transmission in interstate or foreign com- 
merce of information in connection with the news 
reporting of sporting events ‘or contests, which 
might be gambling information as defined in this 
Act, if such information is intended, transmitted, 
supplied, delivered, and received only for printed 
news publication in newspapers, magazines, jour- 
nals or like periodicals, or for radio and television 
broadcasting.” 

Another key provision was the following: “Each 
cemmon carrier or other supplier shall maintain a 
list of the terminal points and drops (receiving and 
sending) on any private line communication facility 
leased or otherwise furnished for the transmission 

. of news or other information pertaining to 
sporting events or contests, including the address 
of each such terminal point and drop, and such list 
shall be open to inspection by appropriate State 
and Federal law-enforcement agencies.” 

Here, at last, was a bill to which the people of 
racing could have said yes. Unfortunately, it never 
got far enough to give them an opportunity to ex- 
press approval. But Congress eventually will get 
around to the subject again, and when it does, rac- 
ing should be prepared to say, “Gentlemen, you 
had it right once—Senate Bill 3542, as amended.” 
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The Blood-Horse Handicaps 


When Frank E. (Jimmy) Kilroe  suc- 
ceeded the late John B. Campbell as racing 
secretary and handicapper for the New 
York race tracks. the added responsibility 
made it necessary that he discontinue one 
of his unofficial activities. compilation of 


The Blood-Horse Handicaps. 


Into Kilroe’s place this year stepped 
F. G. (Pat) Farrell, whose job as racing 
secretary and handicapper for Benjamin 
Lindheimer’s big operations at Washington 
and Arlington Parks made him another of 
the busiest handicappers in the nation. 

Farrell has had nearly 30 years’ ex- 
perience riding, promoting. and evaluating 
horses. In 1927 he went to work for the late 
trainer George M. Odom, and soon became 
a moderately successful jockey. After a 
few years of riding there were several as 
a stable agent, then as a jockey agent, and 
in 1940 he joined the staff of racing secre- 
tary Charles McLennan, for whom he saw 
service at tracks in Florida, Maryland, 
and New Jersey. He was assistant to 
Horace Wade at Hazel Park in 1952, and 
in 1953 was picked by Kilroe to assist him 
for a season at Arlington and Washington. 
When Kilroe left, Lindheimer promoted 
Farrell. 

Farrell’s compilations are the fourth in 
an annual series begun by Kilroe for The 
Blood-Horse in 1951. The handicaps were 


Mrs. Gene Markey’s Calumet Farm 
bred 9 horses which were assigned 
weights in The Blood-Horse Handi- 


caps. No other breeder has more 
than 5 representatives in the 2 lists. 
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undertaken in the beginning to fill in. 
unofficially. a gap in the official appraisal 
of the best American race horses. The 
1951 handicaps were for a_ theoretical 
distance of 114 miles. but the next year’s 
were shortened to 11g, miles. for the reason 
that a comparatively small percentage 
of horses were competing at the longer 
distance. 


Another minor change was made. this 


year. Whereas Kilroe frequently had 
weighted horses down to 100 pounds. 


Farrell established a base of 110 pounds. 


“It is the opinion of the handicappers.” 
he said. “that by establishing a minimum 
low weight with horses whose theoretical 
ability was rated at 110 pounds at one 
mile and a furlong the handicap would be 
more clearly defined.” 


Farrell weighted 50 3-year-olds and 64 
older horses above 109 pounds. Kilroe last 
year weighted 106 3-year-olds through 102 
pounds and 112 older horses through 100 
pounds. He had 43 3-year-olds and 49 older 
horses within the range which Farrell 
allowed himself this year. 


The top-weighted 3-year-old was *Turn- 
to. which ran 3 winning races in Florida 
before bowing a tendon in Kentucky. He 
was given 132 pounds, 2 more than High 
Gun, which had a pound advantage over 
the late-season development Helioscope. 
Determine was next with 128 pounds. 

There was a larger spread between the 2 
leaders of the older horses. Native Dancer 
was given 138 pounds and Mark-Ye-Well 
130. Next were Pet Bully. 126; Rejected. 
125; Imbros, 124; and Sir Mango and 
Straight Face, 123. 


The heaviest-weighted 3-year-old filly 
was Parlo with 119 pounds. followed by 
Miz Clementine with 117. Eleven fillies 
made the 3-year-old list. 


The 114 horses on the 2 lists represent 
79 breeders and 74 sires. Of the breeders, 
Calumet Farm had the most representa- 
tives, 9. Alfred Vanderbilt had 5, and 
Greentree Stud and King Ranch had 4 
each. Bull Lea led the sires with 7 sons 
and daughters, all but one of which were 
older horses, in the 2 handicaps. He was 
followed by *Heliopolis with 5 3-year-olds. 
*Alibhai, *Bernborough. Count Fleet. and 
Shut Out had 4 each. 

Farrell was assisted in preparing the 
handicaps by Louis Eilken. assistant handi- 
capper at Arlington and Washington and 
official for several of the West Coast 
tracks. Thus the appraisals given here are 
the work of a team which had a close-up 
acquaintance with the form of the best 
horses in the East. Midwest. and West. 

In time for next week’s issue, Frank

Horses whose major activity for the year was confined to 
sprinting at distances under 7 furlongs were not weighted with 
horses whose competition was consistently at a mile or over. The 
feeling of this handicapper is that a horse must qualify with 
sufficient ability over a distance of ground before he can be 
judged and weighted. It is also the opinion of the handicapper 
that by establishing a minimum low weight with horses whose 
theoretical ability was rated 110 pounds at one mile and a 
furlong the handicap would be more clearly defined.

He placed in 6 others, finishing second in the 
Santa Anita. Hollywood Premiere, and Lakes 
and Flowers Handicaps and third in the Argonaut, 
American, and Golden Gate Mile Handicaps.

The Power to Destroy 


Horse racing in Italy died an unnatural 
death last week. Its demise was due to a 
taxic condition. 

On January 1. the National Union for 
Development of Horse Breeding (UNIRE), 
which is in charge of racing on the penin- 
sula, said an additional 10 per cent goy.- 
ernmental tax on pari-mutuel wagering 
made a continuation of the sport impos. 
sible. The total take-out before the new 
tax: a staggering 22 per cent. 

The new tax had fallen on the public 
4 months ago. Its effect was a betting de- 
cline of 50 to 70 per cent UNIRE officials 
said this had drained its resources to such 
an extent that it no longer could put up 
appropriate prize money. It would make an 
immediate appeal to the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

The government had said that revenue 
from the new tax would go to the relief 
of indigent Italians. The end of racing. 
however, added 50.000 track employees to 
Italy’s 2.000.000 unemployed. 


Slaughter at Juan Franco 


The president of Panama, Jose Antonio 
Remon, was assassinated the night of Sun- 
day, January 2, at a cocktail party at the 
Juan Franco race track. He was machine- 
gunned in the back while drinking to the 
victory of one of his horses in an afternoon 
race. 

Also reported wounded, although not 
critically, was Alberto Deobarrio, general 
manager of the race track. One of the 
president’s bodyguards also was killed, and 
a member of the official party, millionaire 
cattleman Antonio Anguizola, was gravely 
wounded. 

Police immediately began a round-up of 
all those known to be politically hostile to 
to the late president. 

Officers said the shooting was done by 
3 men, who apparently had gone to the 
track in the afternoon, hid there after 
closing hours. then sneaked to the cock- 
tail lounge to do the killing. An immediate 
alarm was sounded, but the 3 escaped. 

Remon had become president in October. 
1952. Before that he was chief of the 
national police. At the time of the as- 
sassination. his wife. Mrs. Cecelia Remon. 
was with an official party in Miami where 
she was to attend the inauguration of Gov. 
Leroy Collins. She immediately returned to 
Panama.

On Reinspecting Reinspect: 
A Steady Horse Is Hard to Spot 


Miami 
One day years ago. Col. Phil T. Chinn 
had a horse called Donald MacDonald rac- 
ing in Canada. Those were lean years. As 
we recall it, Donald MacDonald was beaten 
this particular day as a favorite at Hamil- 
ton. He was supposed to have been terribly 
unsound, “ready to break down.” After 
losing that race Chinn sold him to Ab 
Clopton. 


You know the rest of the story. The 
ready-to-break-down horse went on to win 
12 straight races for Clopton and_ later 
proved one of the best Thoroughbreds on 
the Canadian circuit. 

We bring up Donald MacDonald’s case 
as a means of introducing a horse today 
whose background runs along similar lines. 
The name is Reinspect. Nobody wanted 
him when he raced in Ohio, the knock 
against him being that he used to pull up 
lame. Reinspect in 1954 won 14 of 28 races. 
We don't believe any other horse won as 
many races last year. For a Thoroughbred 
that had raced for as little as $2.000. such 
a record is remarkable. 

Reinspect. now 5, showed no traces of 
unsoundness in winning 2 of his 3 races at 
Tropical. Like Donald MacDonald. he is 
consistent. game and honest. We have never 
seen a nicer moderately priced claimer. 
He probably will go on to win against 
better company. 

Reinspect ran in $2.000. $2.500. and 
$3.000 claimers in the Ohio-Kentucky 
sectors before moving to Miami. In addi- 
tion to winning 14 races. he got a piece of 
the money in 7 other races—3_ seconds 
and 4 thirds. He earned $19.340 last year. 
a record which perhaps is the equivalent of 
a stakes horse winning $190,000. Reinspect 
has had to grind it out the hard way in 
overnights, He can run all day. He has 
raced from 6 furlongs to 115 miles. He is 
easy to ride, and he rarely loses a close 
one. 

Reinspect now has a new owner in 
Sylvester Rich. of New York. Rich’s train- 
er, E. W. King. claimed him from Mrs. 
Earl Kelley for $6.500 out of a winning 
race here last week. King is a man who can 
spot a bargain—but more about this later. 

Reinspect. a chestnut gelding by Platter 
out of Miss Rink. was bred by L. P. Jack- 
son and J. S. Heady. He was not much at 
2. pretty sorry at 3. but today he knows 
his way around the race track. 

Speaking of his dam. Miss Rank was 
purchased for $200 by Maurice (Dancer) 
Hyams from Greentree Stable. Hyams, a 
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striking personality who has been connect- 
ed with the Turf some 40 years or more. 
spoke of Miss Rank after Reinspect blazed 
home winner again the other day. 

“Yes. | bought Miss Rank from Green- 
tree for only two-hundred bucks. but I 
didn’t have her for long. It is my impres- 
sion I lost her in a claimer the first time 
I raced her.” 

Getting back to King’s uncanny way of 
spotting bargains: one of them is Land- 
seair, also owned by Rich. King haltered 
Landseair at Pimlico about 6 or 7 weeks 
ago for $12.000, and the horse already has 
won himself out. He now has raced 6 times 
for Rich, all at Tropical Park. He won 3. 
was once second. He was seventh in his 
first start under new colors, then hit his 
best stride. 

Landseair, a 6-year-old son of Balladier 
—Dog Show. by *Bull Dog. captured the 
richest purse of his career on the week- 
end, the $10.000-added New Year’s Handi- 
cap. in which he whipped 13 other top 
sprinters in this area. That race alone 
netted Rich $8.600. With 111 pounds up, 
Landseair was outside on the pace all the 
way and drew out steadily in the stretch 
run, scoring by 115 lengths under Chris 
Rogers. He turned the 6 furlongs in 1:1175,. 
He was the choice at $9.20. 

There is reason to believe King will send 
Landseair against some of the better 
sprinters in the Hialeah Inaugural Handi- 
cap on January 17. He’s mighty fast. In 
his last previous race. which he also won, 
the black horse stepped 6 furlongs in 
1:1085 under 111 pounds. In_ his first 
winning race at Tropical. he won in 1:09+45 


under 113. 


GRIEF. The biggest disappointments in 
the New Year’s Handicap were Hyphasis 
and Duntreath Farm’s Van Crosby. which 
finished 13th and 14th. Hyphasis. once a 
consistent horse for Belair Stud. now has 
turned in 2 dull races for his new owner. 
Mrs. Charles Silvers. who claimed him 
from William Woodward Jr.. for $15.000 
about 3 weeks ago. He broke slowly in the 
holiday feature. never gained an inch of 
ground. Van Crosby had an excuse for his 
bad race: he bled. He had been placed 
about fifth or sixth for the first 3 furlongs. 
then evidently choked up. When Van 
Crosby will be seen again is hard to say. 
His comeback here was short-lived. He had 
won his first start impressively. after a 15- 
month layoff. and in his next finished a 
good second to Mintaway in an allowance 
race. 


MERRY-MAKERS. Tropical Park's 
morning program on New Year's Day was 
a financial success for president Saul 
Silberman and associates. They had been 
counting on a crowd of not more than 12. 
000 for the 10 o'clock post. but 14.659 
sleepy-eyed merry-makers packed the smal] 
plant and dumped $1.038.527 on the 9 
races, the first million-dollar handle of the 
young season. This was the highest for q 
New Year’s Day program here. 

Until the big turnout, Elmer Vickers, 
Tropical’s general manager. had seriously 
considered switching his racing program 
on New Year’s from the morning to the 
afternoon hours next year. He now has 
dismissed that idea entirely. 

Tropical continues to roll along. and 
with the peak weeks ahead. greater gains 
in mutuels and attendance seem assured, 
For the first 31 days of the meeting the 
betting was $21.679.705. compared to last 
season’s $20.408.210. an increase of 6.2 
per cent. Attendance was up 3.1 per cent 
from 266.746 to 275.163. 


New Mexico 
Report Issued 


The New Mexico State Racing Commis. 
sion has published its 8th annual report. 
covering racing at 3 New Mexico tracks 
in 1954. Two of the tracks. Ruidoso Downs 
at Ruidoso and La Mesa Park at Raton. 
showed increases in attendance and betting 
while the third. the State Fair track at 
Albuquerque. showed a slight decline in 
both departments. 

Albuquerque still is the State’s largest 
track from the standpoint of attendance 
and betting. Handle for the 9-day meeting 
was $2.350.426. average $261.158: attend- 
ance was 54.745, average 6.083. In 1953 
the totals there were $2.353.524 and 54. 
892. 

La Mesa Park showed a large increase 
in total betting. rising from $2.853.213 to 
$3.678.063. but the track had 7 more racing 
days in 1954 than in 1953. Average daily 
handle was up from $114.129 to $114,939. 
Total attendance increased from 25.421 for 
25 days in 1953 to 33.722 for 32 days in

Kilroe’s ‘Day’ at Santa Anita; 
Some Views on Handicapping 


Los ANGELES 

Frank Eugene (Jimmy) Kilroe has set 
up business for the second year at Santa 
Anita Park. and it is no exaggeration to 
say that the young man from Manhattan 
is looked upon as a valuable and perman- 
ent fixture in these parts. 

Jimmy will not win many awards as 
the race horse’s best friend. because he is 
responsible for putting weight on more 
horses today than any other Turf official 
in the country. The job of racing secretary 
and handicapper at Santa Anita is only 
one of Kilroe’s many important posts. He 
holds a similar position at all 4 of the big 
New York tracks. and he issues weights 
for America’s most sporting handicap. the 
Experimental. Until this year. he also 
compiled an annual mythical handicap for 
The Blood-Horse. So there is hardly a race 
horse of any prominence in the country 
that fails to come under Jimmy’s careful 
analysis at one time or another. (The 
Blood-Horse Handicaps. compiled for the 
first time this year by F. G. (Pat) Farrell. 
begin on page 90 of this issue.) 

His first task at Arcadia was assigning 
weights for the Santa Anita Handicap. a 
chore that took Jimmy almost 3 days of 
study and concentration. There were 103 
nominations. 

Kilroe’s family is steeped in the tradi- 
tions of racing. His father, Dr. Edward P. 
Kilroe. is treasurer of Aqueduct. and his 
brother. Edward L. Kilroe. is the track's 
secretary and general manager. 

His wife. Marcella. is a noted equestri- 
enne and the daughter of Marshall Cassidy, 
executive secretary of The Jockey Club. 
Her uncle is Wendell P. Cassidy. Holly- 
wood Park’s forward-thinking director of 
racing and presiding steward. 

Soft-spoken, 42-year-old Jimmy Kilroe 
was graduated from Columbia University 
and got his first job under John B. Camp- 
bell as an entry clerk and placing judge 
in 1936. Five years later, Campbell ap- 
pointed him his assistant. In 1942, Kilroe 
went into the Army and served in Europe 
as a technical sergeant with General Pat- 
ton’s Third Army. 

After the war. Jimmy’s services were in 
demand by Santa Anita and Arlington 
Park. and Campbell granted him a leave 
of absence from New York. Kilroe spent 
vears—1949-50-51-53—as racing secre- 
tary and handicapper in Chicago. and the 
seasons of 1950-51. 1951-52. and 1952-53 
as assistant to Webb Everett at Santa Anita. 
When the latter head the 
promotion of the ill-fated Las Vegas track. 
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resigned to 


Jimmy stepped into his present post at 
Arcadia. 

Kilroe’s average day at the track begins 
at 7 a. m. His first interest is to check 
scratches for the afternoon to see how the 
program held after veterinarians 


completed their examination of all horses. 
Then he looks over entries that have begun 
to come in for the next day. Kilroe may 
have a race scheduled that fits stars like 
Mark-Ye-Well. Correlation. or Determine. 
and naturally he is eager to know as soon 
as such a horse officially is entered.

At all major Thoroughbred tracks in 
southern California, entries are made by 
trainers in the racing secretary's office 
the morning before the race. The entry 
booth opens at 7 a. m., and is supposed to 
close promptly at 9 a. m. 

Kilroe has a staff of able assistants. 
headed by Ivan Thomas. who handle the 
job of taking entries smoothly and without 
ever a hitch. They are in complete charge. 
Kilroe never “sweats out” the entries to 
see if all races are filling with expected 
quotas of horses. 

“One of the difficult things to learn in 
this business.” he says. “is not to peek 
over the shoulders of your aides to see 
how things are going. You'd just make a 
wreck of yourself and the men working 
for you.” 

While entries are coming in. Jimmy is 
available in his office to listen to the 


complaints and/or suggestions of train- 
ers. What other time he has goes into 
the writing of his next condition book, 
He sees only about 4 races a day. 

The condition book is the most important 
commodity around a_ track. and 
Kilroe’s covers a period usually of 10 
days. Kilroe will issue 5 such books dur- 
ing the Santa Anita meeting. 

The average racing fan has consider. 
able trouble understanding the strange 
lingo of condition books. but horsemen 
grasp it right away. “It’s their bread and 
butter.” Kilroe says. “When we _ first 
started optional-claiming races. we did 
have some trouble. The wording was 
pretty complicated. Groups of trainers 
would gather under the trees, trying to 
puzzle the things out. This lasted about 
10 days: then they knew so much about 
them. they were coming into the office to 
give us pointers.” 

With 1.550 horses to classify at a track 
like Santa Anita. it is only natural that 
a racing secretary will make a slip oc- 
casionally. Jimmy’s most embarrassing 
moment occurred in Chicago, when he 
wrote a race for horses that had not won 
2 purses of modest value in 2 years, 

He thought no more about it until one 
afternoon he looked up in the paddock to 
see a trainer who had patched up an old 
stakes horse and brought him back to the 
races to shatter the track record opening 
day. It dawned on Kilroe that this horse 
was eligible for the race. and because of 
his class hardly could lose. Of course, the 
horse won in a breeze at prohibitive odds 
and while Kilroe’s face turned crimson. 

Kilroe is attempting to card more races 
with more distance this winter, believing 
that races at one mile or longer are the 
events that appeal to most fans. “I’m con- 
vinced.” Kilroe says. “that the most popular 
races at Santa Anita will be over the new 
grass course. Already a spectacular attrac- 
tion. it will become a bigger thing each 
year.” Jimmy already has added a new 
$25,000 stakes to the grass course schedule. 

Kilroe is opposed to all attempts to put 
a ceiling of 130 pounds on handicaps. “It’s 
not a real handicap if you have a ceiling. 
One year in Chicago we had a maximum of 
130 pounds in handicaps. and we also had 
Coaltown when he was at his peak. When 
he was in the race, it was impossible to 
bring the field together with only a 20- 
pound spread between the ceiling of 130 
and the minimum of 110.” 

In some influential quarters there is a 
concerted move under way to do away with 
so many handicaps and to substitute more 
weight-for-age races. or stakes where 
weights are based on money won. 

Kilroe feels that such stakes would be- 
come a “backward handicap.” since condi- 
tions would be written near enough to the 
running of the race for the secretary to 
practically weight the field. 

“It’s true that if there were more weight- 
for-age races. horses like Man 0’ War and 
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proved all horses are NOT

Miss Sears Buys Burrland Farm 


Having already spent upwards of $700.- 
000 for racing and breeding stock since she 
bought her first yearling at Saratoga last 
summer. Miss Eleonora Sears last week 
spent a little more for land. For a price 
said to be $275,000 the Boston sports- 
woman bought the 460-acre Burrland Farm 
of William Ziegler Jr.. near Middleburg.

S. Finney. president of the Fasig-Tipton Company. got the Decem- 
ber 25 issue of The Blood-Horse, he puzzled for a long time over the tabulation on 
page 1513, showing the totals and averages for the principal auctions of 1953 and 
1954. After he had reached a conclusion he reached for the telephone. 

What puzzled Finney were the figures for the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association sales for the 2 years, showing 41 head for $62.200 in 1953 
and 18 head for $50.000 in 1954. The totals certainly were larger than these. 
Apparently the CTBA’s sale at Hollywood Park in the summer of 1953 had been 
included among the miscellaneous “others. 
at Del Mar in the summer of 1954 had been compared with the 1953 auction at 
Del Mar. which was under other auspices. 

A confusion of this sort is easier to untangle now than it will be a year from 
now. Hence the tabulation has been revised. The principal summer sales under

Dr. Chester L. Wilson 


Dr. Chester L. Wilson. for the last 15 
years one of California’s leading market 
breeders. died of a heart ailment on 
December 25 at a San Diego hospital. 
Services were held December 28 at near- 
by San Ysidro. Calif... where Dr. Wilson’s 
Melwood Ranch. is located. 

A native of Paris. Ill. Dr. Wilson was 
graduated from the University of Louis- 
ville Medical School. He went to Los 
Angeles to serve his interneship, then 
practiced in Yuma. Ariz., before moving 
to San Ysidro. 

Dr. Wilson bred polo ponies for several 
years before he bought from C. V. Whitney 
his first Thoroughbred horse—Bargello, 
1926, by Bunting—*Miniato, by Querido. 
For Whitney the horse had won the Kings 
County and Clark Handicaps, after which 
he was sent to a ranch in northern 
Mexico, and used as a sire of stock horses. 
Dr. Wilson moved Bargello to California. 
where he proved to be one of the most 
successful sires. From 1941 through 1947 
Bargello was represented by 12. stakes 
winners, 7 of which were bred by Dr. Wil- 
son. After Bargello’s retirement. Dr. 
Wilson found another promising young 
stallion in Dogaway. sire of Rustaway. 
one of the best 2-year-olds in California 
in 1951, and Lucky Martin. winner of the 
1953 California Breeders’ Trial Stakes. 

The 11 stakes winners bred by Dr. 
Wilson: Iron Judge. Gray Mystery. Carl 
Junior. Barnello. Quality Bar. Bar Willie. 
Forbidden C.. First) Salvo. Rustaway. 
Franzel. and Lucky Martin. Almost all 
of these were sold as yearlings. most of 
them at the annual California Thorough- 
bred Breeders’ Association sale. 

Survivors include his wife. Esther: 2 
sons, James and Richard Wilson: a daugh- 
ter, Miss Chesteen Wilson; his father.

The Thoroughbred Club Round-Table 


On Racing’s Public Relations, 
Karly-Closing Stakes 


Recently the Federal tax on admissions to most sporting 
events was reduced, but race tracks and night clubs still are 
required to pay a 20 per cent tax. What have the tracks, 
individually or through the TRA, done to remove this stigma on 
racing, which in effect classifies the tracks in the same category 
as honky-tonks? 


CASSIDY. I think this is a very good question. I don’t 
know how anybody here can answer it. but I do think some- 
thing has to be done about it. I think organizations such as the 
Thoroughbred Club of America. The Jockey Club. particularly 
organizations which have no axe to grind for management or 
ownership of race tracks. should bend every effort to get this 
brought before the proper authorities. Racing is persecuted in 
cases like this, and it’s bad. 


McNERNEY. Is racing the only sport? 


CASSIDY. We are the only sport. This is Federal, There’s 
another thing about the Federal people. as you know. They 
have considered and discussed adding a 5 per cent mutuel tax, 
If they do it. we are going to be going out of business. 


THOMPSON. Mr. Cassidy. don’t you think that possibly 
the TRA could have lobbyists on a local and a national level to 
protect racing in these spots and diligently oppose anything 
which is discriminatory or harmful to racing? 


CASSIDY. Well. the only thing I can tell you is this. We 
have had representatives in Washington and I thought we had 
pretty good representation. As a matter of fact, I still do. and

I don’t see how it got by, but I think we have got the best 
representation in Washington that we could possibly have. I 
haven’t got any answer to it yet. I started off by saying I haven't 
the answer. I don’t know just the proper approach to it or what 
we can do, but I do know that we are suffering and we shouldn't 
be. 


BISHOP. Mr. Cassidy, the TRA made every effort in this 
particular instance that they could at the time. This came very 
quickly. The TRA’s representatives in Washington did know 
about this thing. did advise the race tracks of it at the earliest 
moment, but it came very quickly and apparently in everybody’s 
mind there was no way of going to bat on it to really be 
convincing in that length of time. The fact is that Senator 
Millikin from Colorado introduced this measure as an amend- 
ment. and the action on it had to be taken quickly. Even though 
it had to go back into conference between the House and the 
Senate. it was practically a foregone conclusion. just from the 
general attitude that the entire public have against racing and 
that legislatures have against racing. It really didn’t appear at 
the time that there was any chance of defeating it. Possibly 
some things can be done over a period of time, but the TRA 
does have very adequate representatives. I would think. in 
Washington, that are quick to advise you when these measures 
are likely to come up af all. 


HAGGIN. Mr. Cassidy. don’t you think that the race track 
management has more or less been a little negligent in the 
publicity approach we had? Not to bring up a sad story. but 
{ know the trouble we were in this winter right here at Keene- 
land. You couldn’t convince anybody at Frankfort that it wasn’t 
a good idea and you're not going to be hurt, It’s either our 
public relations or it’s the press. What it is I don’t know. but 
we are in for trouble if we don’t straighten it out. 


CASSIDY. Take New York. We have an overall take of 


over 15 per cent—15 per cent plus breakage—and because we 
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haven t died dead. New Jersey has added another per cent. Every 
other state just builds up. The first one that goes beyond New 
York. why then New York will go up to what they are. I know 
the future doesn’t hold much for us unless we do something 
about it. 


HAGGIN, Well. we've even equaled New York right here 
in Kentucky. We're up to 1514 per cent, 


MecNERNEY. Mr. Cassidy, my paper did support this tax 
measure on Keeneland. There was a larger increase supposed 
to be levied against Churchill Downs. Churchill Downs did go 
in to the management of the Courier-Journal and state its case. 
They laid their figures and everything before the editorial board 
of the Courier-Journal. The Courier-Journal did change its policy 
in regard to Churchiil Downs when they saw those figures were 
exorbitant. that the tax would hurt Churchill Downs. that the 
tax would be beyond what they could pay. I do not remember 
anyone from Keeneland coming to the paper. I mean in to the 
editorial board. They did go to Frankfort. I think. 


HAGGIN, Jerry. I wasn’t trying to bring that up. I was 
just saying that we felt like Keeneland did have a place in 
racing in Kentucky where it wasn’t necessary for us to come to 
you. that if you wanted to get facts you’d come to us. 


McNERNEY. I'm not being critical. I think that in the 
future. if something comes up. someone like you. or any other 
officer of Keeneland, should come to the editorial board or 
Barry Bingham, He’s very fair on these matters. Show him what 
this is going to do to Keeneland. instead of just talking in 
circles or going to other parties. Come right to the direct source. 
where those editorials are written. It would help a lot. I think. 
I'm not saying this critically. I’m just saying this as advice. In 
the future. if Keeneland would come right to the direct source. 
where the editorials are written, it might help, 


KNEBELKAMP. I do think that the geod thing that came 
out of this—if you can say any good came out of this deal this 
winter about increasing taxes in Kentucky—I believe the good 
thing that came out of it is that we won’t be bothered in the 
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future. I think that the Courier-Journal and Times are con- 
vinced now that this is all a political stand. 

We are in a peculiar situation, some of us. I am in a public 
licensed business too. on a small scale. In Kentucky there are 
96 counties out of 120 that are dry. If they had to vote tomorrow 
in Kentucky there is a possibility we would go dry, if we had a 
popular vote. But the people that feel that way feel the same 
way about race horses. [ mean there is a certain segment of 
Kentucky where people are all for race horses, but the greater 
majority are not for them. Keeneland or Churchill Downs means 
very little to the fellow in the Purchase or down in the moun- 
tains somewhere. 

It is a matter of public relations. and the whole concept of 
lobbying even has changed. I believe most of you will agree 
with me that a fellow who is just a paid lobbyist and is registered 
in Washington or Frankfort or wherever the case may be. has 
some effect in keeping his editors and the people back home 
advised. The way they lobby nowadays is to lobby through in- 
fluence, through friends and contacts. That’s my opinion of it 
anyhow, and I think there are enough prominent people and 
big people that could be talked to and have people talk to some- 
body else. and when these things come up they could do a whole 
lot more good than they are doing now. 


BISHOP. On the same subject. I think that still there is a 
great deal of complacency on the part of the people who are 
vitally concerned in racing about the tax situation, because even 
in our own state and among our own people sometimes they are 
net as deeply concerned as they should be about the tax situa- 
tion. either in Kentucky or other states, and how it affects 
everybody. They are too inclined to ignore it, to go along with- 
out doing anything about it. making any kind of a protest. be- 
cause they sometimes feel like, apparently, that it does mean 
nothing to them. There are a great many people in racing who 
don’t think this thing hurt in Kentucky at all or don’t think 
that it would hurt Keeneland particularly, or don’t attach any 
importance to the increasing taxation in any state. 


CASSIDY. That is one trouble with people in racing, They

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are very tough, and you have to knock them down about 10 
times before it will make any impression on them. I think that 
a meeting such as this. should go further than just a discussion 
such as we have just had. I think that the various groups 
represented here should confer with themselves. with their own 
groups. and then get together again and see if something 
concrete can be done to advance the racing interests. not only 
in this State but throughout the United States. 


ROBERTSON. Mr. Cassidy. I would like to pass along 
one remark that a member of the Kentucky Legislature made 
to me. I think he typifies the attitude of most of them. He said 
that racing exists purely by virtue of a special privilege rendered 
by the State. so they figure that they own it. That's where you 
have got to hit it. 


CASSIDY. That’s true wherever racing is conducted. 
McNERNEY. Aren't we a legal sport? 


ROBERTSON. Yes, it’s the only legal form of gambling 
that is accepted. 


CASSIDY. We are a legal form of gambling. 


McNERNEY. I think that fair taxation is all right. but we 
are getting closer to unfair taxation all the time. and Keeneland 
officials feel that we have reached it now. 


CASSIDY. I think so too. I think New York has definitely 
reached it. How would you like to operate in New York on 4 
per cent and the State get 11 per cent? And if you have a 
minus pool the track pays all of the minus pool, and the State 
doesn’t pay any of it, The track pays the salaries of all the 
commission employees. It pays for the supervision of whatever 
work they do. as well as putting up purses. and pays taxes and 
maintains property and everything else on 4 per cent, and the 
State takes 11 per cent. 


ESTES. I am afraid that you will have only one effective 
argument, though, with legislators and tax representatives—and 
that will be when their own returns begin to diminish. 


CASSIDY. But even then they won’t know it until it’s too 
late to do us any good. 


THOMPSCN. I wasn’t familiar with the TRA’s activities 
on a national level. I think that where racing is a little lax, 
and where other industry isn’t. is in this respect, that in the 
state capitols, when any bill is intreduced affecting a particular 
type of industry. they have a representative there who immediate. 
ly notifies the people who are affected. Those people are pretty 
well organized collectively on an issue which is going to affect 
all of them and they immediately get action before the. bill 
advances to such a point that it receives publicity and gets to the 
peint to where it becomes a controversial issue, You should get 
it before it gets that far. and nip it. It is a common issue and 
people have to take sides on it. 


Just a year ago. in the State of Illinois. I called a meeting 
of all the management of all of the race tracks. I got together a 
number of bills—I think there were 14 of them—that were at 
some stage of progress. The managemert of the race tracks were 
familiar with 2 or 3 of them, but the rest of them they hadn't 
even heard about. To me. it looks like the management of race 
tracks is just a little bit lax about being well informed and 
having a determined collective action to protect their own ranks, 


I say “management.” I don’t know who else you could 
depend on. Horsemen can’t do it, because it’s pretty difficult 
for the horsemen who are racing around the various parts of the 
country to be well informed at all times of what’s going on. | 
think they would support it in their own areas. There is no 
question about that. They would do what little they could. but if 
management of race tracks would make a little more determined

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effort I think that it would pay off, The time to defeat legisla- 
tion is before it gets to an issue. if you can. 


CASSIDY. I think it needs more than management. I think 
it needs every group interested in racing. The horsemen migrate 
from place to place. They are not familiar with each locality. but 
I think they have an over-all responsibility the same as the 
rest of us. We should do everything that we possibly can to 
acquaint legislatures as to what they are doing in advance. 


McNERNEY. What are public relations people doing in 
New York to influence the legislature to come out to the race 
tracks? 


CASSIDY. Whatever it is. it is inadequate. 


McNERNEY, I mean. do you send passes to them and urge 
them to come out? 


CASSIDY. Not as much as we should. but we do send passes 
to all of the legislators in New York. 


McNERNEY. Is that done at Keeneland at all? 


HAGGIN. It is in our charter that no passes are to be 
issued. [ pay my way in just like everybody else. If a man 
comes in free, he comes in on an official ribbon, There are only 
3 buttons that are recognized, and 2 of them are by law. 


[Editor’s note. Mr. Haggin’s remarks with re- 
gard to passes at Keeneland were not clarified in 
the course of the discussion. The decision to exclude 
all non-paid attendance was in Keeneland’s original 
policy, not in its charter.] 


McNERNEY. I'm not criticizing Keeneland. 


HAGGIN. I'm just saying, Jerry. that that is in our 


original charter, If the Governor ef the State comes up here, 
I pay his way in, if he doesn’t pay it himself. 


McNERNEY. Do you think that it is good public relations 
when we are trying to win the legislature to our side? We want 
them to come out to the race track and see that everything jis 
aboveboard and on the level and encourage them to see racing 
as a business as well as a sport—a business that has to make 
money, that shouldn't be taxed out. 


CASSIDY. That is illegal here, 
HAGGIN. That is illegal. Jerry. I didn’t write the charter, 


McNERNEY. Charters can be changed. can’t they? We to- 
day do not make rules for people coming up 100 years from now. 
If your present board feels that we should bring in more people 
and interest more people. we could throw away some of the 
rules which might have been all right when Keeneland was 
organized. 


HAGGIN. I didn’t try to bring this up. to bring back 
that question. [ was talking about public relations at race tracks, 
generally speaking. with the press. I think that in the average 
story you will read about any one racing day at any race track, 
the first thing you will see is the amount of money that was 
bet there. The average governing body doesn’t even know what 
percentage of that the track retains and what went out in 
purses. It’s over-emphasis on the amount of money that was 
bet. which I think is bad. Now, as to the answer to your other 
question, it was the thought of some of the people that 
what broke the old Lexington race track was passes. I think 
Joe Estes can teil you that was one reason it was put in at 
Keeneland.

racing. all of us grab a shotgun and go to hunt a lion. I think 
that possibly we should have some kind of a strong owners’ 
organization. After all. they have got more money in this busi- 
ness than all of the race tracks put together, The TRA 
represents the race tracks. We have the Thoroughbred Breeders. 
We have the Thoroughbred Club of America. We have a lot of 
little things that don’t really amount to anything. We should 
have one strong central organization of some sort in which 
everybody has a voice. and hire somebody good and have them 
teli us what to do. 

When this thing came up this winter. Louie. I didn’t know 
what to do. You didn’t know what to do. We had never been in 
a battle like this. Mr. Yeager. we never even got in touch with 
you—-I didn't. If we had had some general to sit down and say 
you do this. and you do this. we might have done some good, 
The same thing is true nationally. or in New York or any other 
place.

CASSIDY. I think you are absolutely correct. and I think 
that an owners’ organization would be ideal if you could ever 
organize and get any action. | don’t think you can.

CASSIDY. I hope you are right. 

REINEMAN. I have contacted enough people who have 
money invested in the business to feel that IT am absolutely 


certain they are only waiting for someone to invite them to 
participate in our sport, 


CASSIDY. Since you feel that way. what would be the 
first move? How would you bring that about? How would you 
invite them? What would you do? 


REINEMAN. First off. a group of owners should get to- 


gether and invite the other owners. We would have to go from 
one territory to the other. but that’s not a difficult thing to do. 


CASSIDY. Den’t you think that is a very good thing to do, 
and you being an owner. it might be a good idea to start it? 


REINEMAN. The unfortunate part is that I am not an 
owner. I am a breeder, My brother is an owner, I am substitut- 
ing for the owner. 


CASSIDY, Alfred Vanderbilt—maybe not now. because he 
is very much interested in the TRA. which is an association of 
racing associations. but I think before that he was very much 
interested in an owners’ organization. I think a man like Alfred 
would go a long way to develop it if he could be persuaded to 
hecome interested in it. 

REINEMAN. He weuld be an excellent person to help. 

CASSIDY. And I think he could be persuaded. 

REINEMAN. Just imagine the number of people who are 
owners that have real influence in this country. 

CASSIDY. We have more in New York. I think. than in 
almost any place. Look at Jock Whitney, He’s down in Wash- 
ineton working fer the Federal government. There’s our Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. There’s Harold Talbott. All are members 
of The Jeckey Club. And Alfred Vanderbilt. People like that 
should be able to do some good. 

REINEMAN. Yes. but they are individuals, ['m_ talking 
about volume. 

CASSIDY, I'm speaking of these individuals — starting 
organizations. 


REINEMAN. But if they don’t. then the smaller man can,

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And a small group always has. I believe. and always will have. 
a lot more power than several high-priced individuals. 


CASSIDY. I think as you do. and I think from this meet- 
ing some owner. or you. could interest somebody in starting it. 


ESTES. There’s one consideration there. If you get very 
deep into that. when you go to present facts and figures. you 
need to consider whether race tracks should be considered like 
banks— obligated to give financial statements. The only way a 
race track can plead any exemption from this or that is to say. 
“We are operating on such and such a basis. and this is all we 
produce.” If they are making 20 per cent dividends in a year. 
no legislator will be interested in what you have to say about 
tax reductions, If they are making 3, 4. or 5 per cent. most 
legislators. I think. understand that most businesses. especially 
risk businesses, need a litthe more margin than that. That’s a 
detail for later, not for now. 


CASSIDY. Don’t you think, Mr. Estes. that the first 
consideration may not be for the race tracks, but for the over-all 
take that’s being imposed upon the public? It doesn’t make any 
difference what the race tracks are making if they put the take 
up so high they're going to kill racing. That’s the thing that 
first should be aproached. 


ESTES. Yes. but you must approach it through this channel. 
CASSIDY. That’s right. 


Many stakes now offered by race tracks have such early 
closing dates that breeders and owners have no way of know- 
ing whether their horses, particularly young horses, have enough 
class to justify their nomination, yet the breeders and owners 
are forced to pay nomination fees on the chances that the horse 
will qualify. Conversely, many horses are not nominated which 
later develop into first-class race horses and are qualified to 


race in stakes. Could not the tracks revise their policy of 
requiring nominations as much as a year before the race? 


CASSIDY. This could refer to 2 different classes of stakes, 
One is the future-closing stakes, such as futurities where the 
mares are nominated before the foal is born, or it could refer 
to stakes that close 6 or 8 months before the running of the 
race. All early-closing stakes. or most of them, are usually 
handled that way to increase the over-all distribution of money 
to make a stake worth considerably more than the added money, 
As the nomination fees and the subsequent declaration fees 
are paid, a great deal of money is accumulated for the stake, 
Associations do that. I would be unkind to say they do it 
because it saves them putting up all the money themselves, 
They do it because it increases the importance of the race and 
in the case of the futurity it creates an interest in it from the 
time before the foal arrives. 

Early closing of the normal stakes, that is 6 months before 
they are run, or 5 months. is done for two reasons. One is to 
get as many horses named for it as possible so it is an incentive 
to the owner to ship his horse to your track when that race 
comes up if he’s entered. where as if he hadn’t entered, he 
might not come there and race with you, and you might not 
have these stake horses on the grounds, It also builds up the 
over-all distribution of money for that race. 

The opposite of that would be late closing. In my opinion 
the races that close 5 or 6 months before they run give a 
representative field, because only the horses that enter late are 
interested in running in it, and you're pretty sure of getting the 
number of starters that you would like to have in a race, be- 
cause they are live entries. It doesn’t build up the money dis- 
tributed, but it makes a much better race. That’s my opinion 
again. 

The early-closing races that are closed when the horses

Falling in Line in Ohio 


The Ohio State Racing Commission 
gradually is winning its fight to have full 
size tote boards at each Ohio track with a 
daily average mutuel handle of more than 
$200.000. All Ohio tracks have been using 
totalizator equipment for several years, 
in the form of small infield boards which 
do net show the amount of money bet on 
each horse in each pool. 

Early in 1954 the commission passed a 
rule requiring all tracks to install the 
larger boards. Law suits filed by Beulah 
Park. Ascot Park. and River Downs 
prevented enforcement of the rule during 
the 1954 season. 

Two weeks ago Beulah Park announced 
that it would install a new infield board 
for its spring meeting. and last week River 
Downs said that it had contracted with 
the American Totalisator Company for 
the installation of new machines and new 
boards. Ascot Park. which recently was 
sold to Horace Adams. of Cleveland. prob- 
ably will be required to install a larger 
board before a license will be granted. 


Fourth Date, No Dates 


The Maryland State Racing Commission 
met last week for the fourth time in an 
attempt to agree on a 1955 racing schedule. 
After the commissioners had been in ses- 
sion for several hours, commission secre- 
tary William Graham told waiting report- 
ers. “You might as well go home. as 
there will be no announcement of dates 
today.” 

According to the Baltimore Sun, one 
commissioner said, “We are further apart 
right now than we have ever been.”

are weanlings. or yearlings. or unborn, are somewhat tradi- 
tional. | don’t know whether that is meant in this question or 
not, 

Another matter here is the various closing dates. in which 
there can be a lot of confusion. 

GALBREATH. I think there is a lot of confusion on this 
closing date business. There should be some way that that thing 
could be changed a little bit to where there would be less 
confusion in it. It keeps you worrying all the time what you're 
in and what you're out of, when you close. and when you owe 
your next payments, and it just keeps somebody on it all the 
time. Obviously, it’s a big advertisement for tracks to have these 
large stakes that you pay considerably in advance on. nomin- 
ations, ete.. but I think that you get a little better race if you 
make the closing dates a little later. It just seems to me it 
would be better all the way around, 


CASSIDY. Would you think that if they could establish a 
closing date, we'll say. of early races for 1954. a single date as 
a closing date for the stakes throughout the country. would that 
help breeders or not. or would it mean a large payment in 
stake nominations at one time? 

GALBREATH. Yes. but I think most of the breeders 
—those I know. at least—would rather have it that way and 
know they've done it. and they can weigh one against the other 
and see where they want to go and what they want to do if they 
were all coming due at one time. I think it would be much 
more practical, It certainly would in our case. 

CASSIDY. Do you think that that would diminish the 
number of entries in each individual stake? 

GALBREATH. I should think it would some yes. sir. 


REINEMAN. I would naturally prefer to have the general 
closing date but I do believe it would reduce the amount of 
stake money. And if that means a lot to the breeders, which | 
believe it does, it might work a hardship on us eventually. | 
think Mr. Hancock has been in this business of nominating 
horses before theyre born a lot longer than I, and could amplify 
on it. 


CASSIDY. Before he does it I would like to ask one more 
thing or speak about one other factor. and that is the value to 
the breeder in sales in having your horse nominated in stakes 
before the sale. Isn’t that quite considerable? 


REINEMAN, People do look to see what your horse js 


nominated for. I know I used to when I came to buy horses. 


HANCOCK. I don’t believe we've got but four races we 
nominate for real early. We've got the Pimlico Futurity, your 
Futurity. and the Breeders’ Futurity here, and your National 
Stallion Stakes, which is a special deal. I can’t think of any 
others. 


REINEMAN. There’s the Delaware Oaks. isn’t there? 
BELL. Santa Anita Maturity. 
REINEMAN, Yes. there’s a raft of them. 


CASSIDY. What about that new one in Jersey isn’t that 
eatly too? 


HANCOCK. I don’t think after you get your yearlings on 
the ground that it’s too hard on us now. [ mean a man looks 
at a bunch of yearlings and says. “This looks like a decent colt.

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REINEMAN. This question. incidentally. was posed by 
people who race and it wasn’t directed at the breeders. 


CASSIDY. It has to do with the other type racers. but 
since we're on the breeders’ problem. would you think ihat the 
Thoroughbred Club of America would be rendering a service 
to breeders in racing if they were to communicate with the 
tracks that have these early-closing races. with the suggestion 
that they establish a date. we'll sav in October. November. or 
whatever date is considered most advisable. and ask that they 
consider joining with the other tracks in establishing a specific 
date for those closings? Would that be a good way to approach 
it? And even subsequent declaration payments. so that you 
would have a specific date for all of them. 


GALBREATH. I think it would be a fine solution to it and 
I think you'd be surprised. You'd get a lot more entries that 
way than you weuld to have them all strung out, because in 
spite of all you do youre going to miss some of them, You lose 
track of them. You can’t read all the time about all the stake 
closings and if you had them all at one time you could sit down 
and make one job of it. I think tracks would get a lot more 
entries that way. 


BELL. I remember one afternoon in particular when Mr. 
Hancock collared me and said. “Do you have any blanks for 
the Pimlico Futurity? I forgot all about it.” How many years 
have you been neminating the Pimlico Futurity? 


HANCOCK. Forever. reckon. don’t know. 


BELL. But because it was some off date. I forgot what it 
was. it had sneaked up on you. I do believe it would be a 
tremendous help to the breeders to have all those futurities 
close at a certain date and then you'd know you weren't missing 
any. For instance. I have noticed in THE BLoop-Horse that the 
Delaware Oaks for next year closes May 1. I've had no notifica- 


tion from Delaware Park. I don’t know whether it’s a misprint 
or what it is. but you have to nominate your 2-year-old filly 
right now to run in the Delaware Oaks next year. 


REINEMAN. Den’t you think the tracks are lax? Apparent. 
ly they don’t have a list of the breeders and send them goods, 


BELL. It’s awfully hard to get on their list. It really is, 
Seme tracks are very. very good about it. They ll call you on 
the telephone and send you a registered letter and everything 
else. but ether tracks. you can even be in the race and still miss a 
payment. 


REINEMAN. John. as president of The Thoroughbred Club, 
do yor feel that that sort of thing belongs in a category that 
we should pursue further? 


BELL. I think that we should do anything that we can do 
to help the industry. 


REINEMAN. We're taking on one thing that we're going 
to carry on further. Should this be added to it? 


BELL. I wouldn't say necessarily that we're the ones to do 
it. but [ think it would be a darn good thing for some organiza- 
tion. 


REINEMAN. I want to bring up the same point that I did 
earlier teday. Instead of letting it hang in the air. can we at 
this time decide that something will be done about it. and if so, 
who will do it? 


BELL. As I said when we began this conference this morn- 
ing. we aren't going to take any official action here or make any 
resolutions. We're just going to air our problems. and suggest 
that the representatives from the different groups will make 
notes of such problems. I will make a note of this thing and 
bring it up with the directors.

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and informal discussion, and not one to make any resolutions 
that we're going out to set the world on fire necessarily. I think 
that the Thoroughbred Club could do something about it and I 
think we ought to discuss it with the board of directors. 


HAGGIN. Suppose spring stakes. up until the middle of 
summer. would close on such-and-such a date. and the summer 
stakes would close on such-and-such a date. and your fall stakes 
likewise. I don’t know whether thet would be more confusing. 
but that would stop breeders from having to make such a 
large outlay at one particular time. Say that in February you 
would close all of the stake engagements through the Belmont 
Park spring meeting. In April you would close them through 
Washington and Arlington Park and then you'd go on down 
maybe to June and close them for vour fall racing, All of them 
would close on one particular date. regardless of what race track 
it was. | would think that the race tracks would be glad to do 
anything that would be easiest for the owners and the breeders. 


REINEMAN, It would simplify things and give us fellows 
who like to advertise something to send off to our friends. 


CASSIDY. I think there’s a little confusion here in that some 
places are leaning towards very late closing in which case it 
would be hard to set spring. summer and fall closing except 
for those closing a month or two before a race. I neither breed 
nor own, but I should think late closing would be definitely 
advantageous to the horsemen and to the race track. although 
it might be difficult to persuade them. You get a better contest 
and get horses that are ready to run and apt to run in the race. 
You get them as entries. like supplementary entries. which I 
don’t think are a good thing. It defeats early closing if you're 
going to have supplementary entries. I think the first thing 
that should be resolved or decided is that if it’s the consensus 
of opinion to work towards a national closing date for early 
closing stakes, Theyre the ones that affect the breeders. 


HANCOCK. They're the ones that are the hardest the keep 


up wiih, too, 


CASSIDY. It should be decided whether the Thoroughbred 
Club of America or the Kentucky Breeders Association or any 
breeders association should do it. That would have to be 
determined by discussion. How about it. Mr. Evans? 


EVANS. As far as the sales are concerned. we feel that the 
stakes engagements are very. very important. That has been 
shown many times simply through errors that have occurred. 
Perhaps a breeder might err when he lists his yearlings for 
sale, He might say that a horse is eligible for the Breeders’ 
Futurity. when in reality the payment may have lapsed. The 
purehaser gets that horse and the horse turns out to be a stakes- 
eless horse. but when the time comes around he finds his horse 
isn’t eligible, That's pretty tough on the breeder as well as 
the sales company. It has been our finding that the stakes 
engagements that we carry in our catalogue are very much 
noticed by the purchaser. And psychologically. ii’s an indication 
on the part of the breeder that he feels his horses should be 
placed in the stakes category. The racing associations have been 
nice enough to furnish us with the Hsting. alphabetically by 
dams of all of the eligibles. which we check against our cata- 
logues and the information given to us by the consignors. But 
you run into changes of ownership and lapsed payments and 
it's very difficult to put out a sales catalogue with all the 
engagements listed therein correct. 


CASSIDY. Mr. Estes. have you anything to say about that? 


ESTES. No. sir. except that it seems to me that the 
Thoroughbred Club probably is as good a body to study the 
question as any other, If they could come up with a closing that 
suited them. it could be referred to some other breeders groups.

CASSIDY. In respect to what Mr. Robertson was talking 
about. if Garden State and Belmont Park and Keeneland and 
other places that run a futurity-type race. were all trying to 
get nominations for their stakes on the same date. wouldn't 
they be liable to feel that the breeder would have a tremendous 
burden in putting each one of his foals in all of these races at 
the same time? Although it may be only $10 a nomination. by 
the time you got through nominating in all the stakes at one 
time. it would be a sizeable amount. 


ESTES. I doen't see how it could apply to anything except 
the true futurities. How many of those are there? There won't 
be more than 6 or 7 of those futurity races.

HAGGIN. We now close our Breeders*Futurity on the 
same date as the Pimlico Futurity.

Commission Gigs the State 
For Unrealistic Tax Set Up 


The annual report of the New York 
State Racing Commission—a bulky docu- 
ment of 62 mimeographed pages—was 
delivered last week to Secretary of State 
Thomas J. Curran, who by now probably 
has scratched a few telephone numbers 
in the margins, penciled a grocery list in 


the white space on page 14, and tucked 
the rest away in a closet. 

If such be the case it is too bad, for 
there were messages in it for his boss, Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, and for his boss’ 
successor, Averill Harriman: 

Page 1. “A continuance of the 15. per

cent tax is not conducive in the long ruy 
to the financial advantage of the State.” 

Page 2. “With respect to purse distribu. 
tion, New York. has lost (its) 
lead due to the inability of its licensed 
associations to meet increasing purse 
distributions which racing associations in 
other states can afford by virtue of their 
greater share of the take.” 

Page 4. “The assumption by the State of 
this additional tax (the 1 per cent each 
year which the municipalities lose to the 
State) is quite within the constitutional 
provision, but the continuance of the tax 
at 15 per cent, in the opinion of the com. 
mission, is not conducive, in the long run, 
to the financial advantage of the State.” 

Page 9. “This 2.7 per cent net profit 
(which the racing associations showed in 
1953) was the lowest net profit earned by 
the associations since the beginning of pari- 
mutuel wagering is due to their steadily 
mounting operating expenses with a 
restricted income occasioned by the as- 
sociations’ take of the mutuel handle 
which, incidentally, is the lowest take in 
all the racing states.” 

Page 12. “With the percentage take of 
the New York tracks being the lowest in 
the country, it is evident that the more 
lucrative take of other state tracks enables 
them to outbid our tracks for ‘name’ 
horses.” 


FACTS, FIGURES. There were 195 
days of racing at New York’s principal 
race tracks, and one day was lost at Aque- 
duct because of the threat of Hurricane 
Edna. 

Attendance was 4,395,642, and _ betting 
was $363,306,510. The average attendance 
was 22,530, the average handle was $1. 
862,851. Attendance was off 2.35 per cent 
from 1953 figures, and betting was down 
2.98 per cent. 

Revenue to the State from all sources 
was $35,127,454.85. This was 8 per cent, 
or $2,604,706, more than the State had 
taken in 1953. 

During 1954 the commission’s license 
bureau processed 4,012 applications, of 
which 3,736 were granted. Of the 276 
petitions not granted the majority had been 
filed by owners and trainers who did not 
take their horses to New York. 

In its review of “denominational wager- 
ing” the commission found that the $2- 
bettor again had been the most active, but 
he was followed closely by the $10-bettor. 
The $2-ticket sales, however, were the only 
ones which showed a gain last year. The 
greatest loss, a little better than 8 per cent. 
was in the volume of $50 bets. A table:

mutuel tickets. This would be approxi. 
mately $2.000 more than the value of the 
uncashed tickets in 1953. 


TRACK PROFITS. Since the final 
results of the year’s operations are not 
available at such an early date. the com. 
mission’s summary of track profits and 
expenses was for 1953. Said the report: 

“For the 196 days of racing in 1953, 
the gross receipts of the racing associa. 
tions. comprising the 15 per cent commis. 
sion. breakage. gate receipts. and other 
revenues. aggregated $70.208.595. Tax col. 
lections by Federal, State and local goy. 
ernments amounted to $48.213.989. or 68.6 
per cent of the gross receipts. Purse 
distribution was $9.547.047, or 13.6. per 
cent. Payrolls of $4.825,691 comprised 6.9 
per cent. Contracted services covering tote 
equipment rentals, policing staffs. cameras, 
starting gate. State supervisory services, 
and other contractual services. aggregating 
$2.929.633. constituted 4.2 per cent. Ad- 
ministrative expenses, excluding salaries, 
advertising. insurance. track maintenance, 
and depreciation, totaled $2.793.841 or 4 
per cent. These outlays. totaling $68.310.- 
201 and representing 97.3 per cent of the 
gross. left a balance of $1.898.394. This 
shows a net profit of 2.7 per cent.” 

The commission felt that 1954 financial 
reports would show a little improvement. 
since the 4 racing associations took over 
the racing days normally allotted the 
Empire City Racing Association, 

PURSES. In the relation of purses 
(total $9.370.035) to the tracks’ take, the 
commission felt that New York had led all 
racing centers.

LAB WORK. The racing commission’s 
laboratory last year analyzed 1.566 urine 
and saliva samples, From the Thorough- 
bred tracks, 6.232 samples were collected. 
and no drugs were detected. Harness tracks 
sent in 5,893 samples. of which 4.817 were 
saliva. and only one contained a drug. The 
laboratory also did some work for other 
jurisdictions. 

During the off-season, the laboratory 
conducted research in the improvement of 
analytical techniques and methods of 
collection. 


LEGISLATION. Although the racing 
The Blood-Horse 
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commission had requested but one piece 
of legislation, the State legislature passed 
7 pills on racing. of which 5 were of 
major significance: 1) fixing a license 
to participate in a hunt meet at $2, 2) 
increasing the amount of bonds to be given 
by a racing association from $100.000 to 
$250.000 and harness associations from 
25.000 to $100,000, 3) allowing any 
county to impose a tax on general ad- 
missions to running races, 4) extending 
the tax on general admissions to all 
admissions. including club house fees and 
box rentals. 5) prohibiting public em- 
ployees political-party officers from 
holding a license from the commission. 
from selling merchandize to a racing as- 
sociation, and from holding stock in an 
association. The commission had requested 
only the first. 


TRACK IMPROVEMENTS. Belmont 
Park completed a sprinkler system, servic- 
ing each barn in the stable area, at a cost 
of $800.000. and Jamaica spent $101.616.13 
for a fire-proof experimental barn. 

Said the report: “It is the hope and 
expectation of the commission that in the 
very near future all of the New York rac- 
ing associations will have fireproof stables 
and sprinkler systems erected throughout 
their entire stable areas, together with 
such fire-detection and fire-fighting equip- 
ment and staff as would ensure the utmost 
in stable protection.” 


THE LEADERS. Alfred G. Vanderbilt's 
stable for the third consecutive year was 
the top money-winner with $370,152.50. C. 
\V. Whitney, third in 1953, was second 
this time with $368.065, and King Ranch 
took third with $348,825.

GALLOP POLL 


The Pimlico Futurity, 1957 


(From John O'Keeffe, director of public 
relations, Pimlico.) 

I was quite interested in your report 
on the Thoroughbred Club Round-Table 
(issue of December 25) and particularly 
Mr. A. B. Hancock’s remarks about the 
unequal division of purses in such races 
as the Pimlico Futurity in which, he says, 
“the winner gets $60,000 and the second 
horse $6,000.” 

Mr. Hancock’s estimate of the purse 
division in this event is almost 100 per 
cent correct for in 1953 Errard King earn- 
ed $61.450 while winning the Pimlico 
Futurity and the second horse received 
only $5.000. The present owners of Pimlico 
inherited this situation when they bought 
the track after the 1952 meetings and 
were aware that a change was indicated. 

The following alterations were made in 
the setup for the 1957 Futurity. nomina- 
tions closing last December 15. The added 
money has been doubled. from $25,000 to 
$50.000. but more to the point in this 
discussion. there has been a radical change 
in the manner of purse division. 

The sum of $10.000 and 10 per cent of 
all fees go to the second horse: $5,000 
and 714 per cent of all fees to third; and 
$2.500 and 2% per cent of all fees to 
fourth. In addition there are breeders’ 
fees totaling $5.500. 

We estimate that the Futurity of 1957 
may gross $175,000, and based upon the 
record number of nominations, that figure 
is a definite possibility. Under our arrange- 
ment, and with such a gross, the owner of 
the winner will bank $127,000; second 
will be worth $22,500; third, $14,375; and 
fourth $5.625. While this does not quite 
close the gap. the winner’s share will be

about 6 times as much as second money 
in contrast to the old system when it was 
12 to 14 times as great. 

Personally I favor a fifth-place award 
in races of the Futurity type. 

Going back a bit: the last running of 
the Preakness under the preceding Mary. 
land Jockey Club regime was in 1952 
when Blue Man earned $86,135 though the 
added money totaled only $75,000. The new 
owners increased the added money to 
$100,000 in 1953, but the winner. Native 
Dancer, earned only $65,200. The reason 
for this was the great increase in the 
minor awards. In 1952 second, third. and 
fourth money totaled $26,250: the new 
division calls for $57.500 to be divided 
among the same horses. I’m fairly certain 
that such an arrangement was responsible 


for that fact that 6 3-year-olds started 
against Native Dancer though he was 1. 


to-5 in the closing line.

Elmer Kalensky, the big, rugged horse- 
man who has tranplanted himself so often 
during the last 20 years that he prob- 
ably has forgotten his native Winnipeg, 
now is a resident of New Orleans. He 
purchased a home in the Lake Vista area 
several months ago, and the Kalensky 
family claims it will spend the remainder 
of its life here. Elmer said the same thing 
when he moved from Canada to California; 
and later for many years he claimed 
Illinois as his operating base. 

It was only recently that Elmer won a 
race designed for Louisiana owners and it 
was shortly thereafter that one of the locals 
protested the decision. After due delibera- 
tion and investigation the board of stewards 
at the Fair Grounds—Jack Young, John 
Clark, Teague Pichon, and Keene Dainger- 
field—decided that Kalensky was entitled 


to compete in such races, which makes 
him an official New Orleanian. 

Kalensky, one of the most interesting 
personalities on the Fair Grounds back- 
stretch, is a trainer of considerable ability. 
Last year he managed to supplant William 
Hal Bishop as the leader of the meeting. 
This was no easy achievement, for each 
year before the meeting gets under way 
Bishop usually is conceded the Fair 
Grounds leadership. 

Although Kalensky presently is in second 
place behind Bishop, his chances of over- 
hauling his arch rival appear to be some- 
what remote, since William Hal is loaded 
this season, while Kalensky’s stable has 
been thoroughly depleted. This misfortune 
befell Kalensky when Bernard W. Landy, 
his chief patron, sold most of the good 
horses in the barn and abandoned the sport. 

Landy’s stars had included Two Fisted. 
Spur On, Pursuance, Betsy T.. and Retract. 
They were sold to Marvin E. Affeld, of

Needless to say. this came as a_ shock 
to Kalensky, but he remains at his task 
and is more determined than ever to 
succeed with what he has left. He managed 
to get off to a big lead in the race for 
training honors, but lately Bishop's more 
powerful forces have proven too much, 

Along the shed-rows. Kalensky is known 
as a master with a bad-legged horse. He is 
a’ sober. hard-working man who places his 
horses above nearly everything else. He 
usually goes to bed around 7:30 p. m.. 
and he is the first one under the shed-row 
during the wee hours of the morning. 

Kalensky has a fine record for improy- 
ing horses. He advised Landy to buy Two 
Fisted from Dixiana Farm for $15.000. Two 
Fisted improved greatly for Kalensky. and 
the price for the same horse today would 
tange up to $75,000. 

The former Canadian claimed Spur On 
from Calumet Farm for $7.500 as a 2. 
year-old. Spur On won the $50.000-added 
Michigan Mile for Landy last season. 
Kalensky claimed Unbridled for $7.500. 
and a short time later the horse beat 
Spartan Valor. which at the time was in top 
form. 

The star of the Kalensky stable now is 
the Sunny Blue Farm’s Admiral Porter. a 
candidate for the $50.000-added New 
Orleans Handicap. The Admiral is not the 
soundest horse on the grounds. but he runs 
well for Elmer. The colt has shelly feet 
which were so contracted when Kalensky 
took him in tow last year that hopes for 
him were dim. Kalensky managed to get 
him to the races and started him in the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness. The colt 
still is a problem. but he will be a foe to 
reckon with any time he goes to the post. 

Kalensky is married to the former Ruby 
Parke. who is a member of a well known 
racing family. Ivan Parke. one of the all- 
time great jockeys. is a trainer for Fred 
W. Hooper. Monte Parke recently resigned 
as a trainer for Mrs. John D. Hertz. Vasco 
Parke is a prominent racing official. 
Charles Parke is manager of the Hooper 
breeding farm at Montgomery. Ala. Burley 
Parke. trained *Noor when he beat Cita- 
tion. 

Kalensky isn’t used to being without a 
band of substantial horses. and there is 
good reason to bet that he won't be for 
long. In fact. that’s probably a better bet 
than how long he'll keep a residence in 
New Orleans.
